One man, an old employé of the road, said 
he had measured it at Van Buren and at Har- 
rison streets. At Van Buren the width was 
241 feet and at Harrison 285 feet. The 
Mayor remarked that the right of way was 
only 200 feet and the road had no right, ac- 
cording to his understanding of the matter, to 
take any more.

Mr. Hartigan’s Side of It. 


Assistant Supt. Hartigan of the III. 
nois Central was at Van Buren street, and 
while he deplored the condition of affairs 
said that under the conditions the company 
could take no other course than it did. 

„% The road, he said, has offered to erect 


a temporary viaduct at this point within 


twenty-four hours, or if the city prefer it will 
place a steel one here. Further, the proposi- 
tion was that either would be taken down 
when the city objected to it. Of course, beer 
and other intoxicants are sold on the boats, 
and often when they come in these passengers 
are half intoxicated and unable te walk 
straight. It would be the height of absurdity 
to allow them, in that condition, to walk 
across tracks full of moving trains. This is 
a busy place and most of the switching is 
done at night, when traffic on the boats is 
heaviest. The city made us fence in one right 
of way, and it has caused us lots of trouble.“ 

The work of tearing down the viaduct was 
begun at 4:30 a. m. Twenty-seven laborers, 
armed with all the necessary tools, were mar- 
shaled on the Lake-Front. The men were 
under the supervision of J. T. Traverse, 
Superintendent of Bridges for the Illinois 
Central railway. The work of demolition 
was pushed with all possible speed, and as the 
men were accustomed to the work rapid 
progress was made. The first attack was 
directed against the woodgn flooring of the 
viaduct. It was torn up and disposed of in 
short order. Then the lighter ironwork was 
attacked, and by night a large part of it was 
taken down. 7 

Capt. Koch has two battalions of policemen 
held in reserve at the Armory and Harrison 
Street Stations under instructions not to in- 
terfere in the track-crossing quarrel unless 
there is some open breach of the peace. 

Seven extra police were on duty along the 
tracks and seven more were heid in reserve at 
the Central Detail to act under instruc- 
tions from Lieut. Younger. Forty-six men 
under Special Agent O’Keefe looked after the 
interests of the Iliinvis Central. a 

At midnight fourteen IIlinois Central po- 
licemen were guarding the place and they 
were to remain all night.

Heart is a levee desperado and though only 
18 years old ig well kaown to the police, 

Shortly before 9 o’clock Heart stopped in 
front of Fisher's store and started to take a 
coat off of a dummy. The proprietor ran out 
and caught the thief by the arm. Almost at the 
same moment Heart fired at him. The bullet

No sooner had Heart caught 
sigkt of him when he fired a shot at the police- 
man. The bullet entered the left side below 
the eleventh rib” but the policeman did not 
give up. Heart ran south on Clark street 
with Cameron close behind, Cameron shot 
three times after him, but wasso weak from 
the loss of blood that he fell., 

The tiring attracted policemen from neigh- 
boring posts, and they were soon on the 
scene where several hundred persons had 
collected. Heart made his way through the 
crowd with the smoking revolver in his hand, 
and ran up the stairs at No. 444 Clark street. 
Close behind him were Policemen Lenghan 
and Ryan. They followed him up the stairs, 
but when they reached the top they ceuld 
find no trace of Heart. 

A few minutes later he was dissovered 
crouching beneath a stairway which connect- 
ed tha front part of the building with another 
in the rear. He was unable to walk and the 
policemen carried him into the saloon on the 
first floor ot the building. 

In the meantime a riot call had been turned 
in the Harrison Street Station, and Capt, 
Koch and Lieut. Bonfield went to the scene in 
a patrol wagon. 

Heart was sent to the County Hospital. 
Policeman Cameron was taken into Dr. 
Walker’s office at Polk and Clark streets, who 
dressed his wound. The bullet had struck 
the eleventh rib and glanced and entered the 
abdomen. Dr. Walker probed for the bullet, 
but could not reach it. Cameron was taken 
to St. Luke’s Hospital, where it was said the 
effect of his injuries would not be ascertained 
for a day or two. 

Simon Fisher’s wound is painful. The bul. 
let entered the right arm near the shoulder, 
and Dr. Wetzel, No. 420 Clark street, worked 
an bour over the injured man. He was 
taken to his home, No, 1238 Indiana avenue. 

Policeman Cameron has been on the force 
four years. He bears an excellent reputation 
for bravery and attention to duty. 


GANG OF COUNTERFEITERS LOCATED. 


Lake County Officers Make Important Capt- 
ures of Crooks. 

Hammond, Ind., Aug. 6.—[Special.]—In 
the arrests of Pete“ Hoffman and Jim“ 
Lowden the authorities of Lake County 
made more important captures than they 
at first supposed, and it is likely this will 
have a bearing on breaking up one of the 
most notorious gangs that has infested In- 
diana for many years. Hoffman made a 
confession before the Commissioner this 
afternoon at Knox implicating half a score 
of people in this county, who, he says, were 
supplied with spurious coins by an old man 
residing midway between this city and Whit- 
ing. He says this man, whose name the of- 
ficers withhold for various reasons, sold sil- 
ver dollars to them for 33 cents each, and 
that the mint was located in a secluded spot 


among the scrub oaks and sanddunes along 


the shore of Lake Michigan. He is regarded 
as one of the most skillful counterfeiters in 
the country, but his greed made him care- 
less. Sheriff Hayes accompanied local öf- 
ficers to the scene tonight, but none of the 


other men were found. They made their es- 


cape across the Indiana-Illinois line.

New York, Aug. 6 —ISpecial. I- While Ted- 
dy Roosevelt and hia brother Commission 
ers have been reorganizing the detective 
bureau Lawrence Macy, alias Russell, alias 
Osborne, of Chicago, has-been -diverting 
himself by walking off with jewelry and 
clothing from half a hundred boarding- 
houses up-town. His last feat was to rob 
J. A. Schorendorn, No. 645 Madison avenue, 
of $500 worth of clothing. Last Saturday 
Mr. Schorendorn pointed him out and he 
was arrested. He obligingly confessed to- 
day, and gave the detectives a schedule of 
the places he had robbed as far as he could 
remember. The list embraces fourteen 
houges between July 2 and Aug. 3. Besides 
these Macy said he robbed a number of 
places in West Thirty-fourth street, Twen- 
ty-ninth street, near Broadway, and in 
Gramercy Park. The gentleman from Chica- 
go regretted exceedingly he could not fur- 
nish the detectives with the names of all his 
victims, and expressed a hope that he might 
remember them later. He said he trusted 
the police would suceed in recovering the 
stolen property. He had pawned it in vari- 
ous places, and realized about $2,000. a 
BOYS CONFESS TO INCENDIARY ACTS, 


Fires at Wenona, III., Traced by Means of a 
Detective Agency. 

The Mooney & Boland detective agency 
yesterday secured a confession and brought 
to justice the persons guilty of incendiarism 
at Wenona, III. ä 

Early in June the schoolhouse known as 
the old seminary was set on flre and burned 
down. Five barns and a straw stack were 
next burned, and July 10 the new school- 
house was also set on fire and partially de- 
stroyed. The citizens of Wenona placed 
the case in the hands of Supt. Sutherland of 
the Mooney. & Boland agency. After four 
days of investigation two boys, Walter 
Doede and John Coppin, were suspected. 

The latter confessed that he and Doede, 
each 17 years of age, set fire to a barn be- 
longing to a Mr. O'Dent. For a long time 
he persisted this was the only fire he had 
anything to do with, but from day to day 
he kept adding to the list, until he had con- 
fessed to setting fire to nine places, in- 
cluding the two schoolhouses. 

Yesterday Doede was arrested at Wenona, 
and both will be arraigned for trial today.

MURDERER LANE IS IN A SAFER JAIL. 


Removed from Versailles to Lexington to 
Prevent Lynching. ‘ 

Lexington, Ky., Aug. 6.—[Special.]—Will- 
iam N. Lane, the man who killed James 
Rodenbaugh and mortally wounded his 
father, was brought here at dark by Deputy 
Sheriffs and placed in the Fayette County Jail 
to prevent lynching. The friends of the 
Rodenbaughs had become so demonstrative 
that Judge Parrish ordered Lane brought 
here. Capt. Rodenbaugh is still living, but 
with no hopes of recovery.

I take the liberty to telegraph your Ex- 
cellency in the full confidence that the gov- 
ernment will take the necessary steps to re- 
establish peace and to prevent in time the 
repetition of such sad gnd bloody events, 
which are taking on tHe appearance of a 
bloody war between two classes of citizens. 
Law ought to punish in the severest way 
those who are guilty, but political authori- 
ties may energetically prevent further com- 
plications.”’ 

To this the following reply was received: 

“Count Rozwadowski, Consul of his Majes- 
ty the King of Italy—None of the civil au- 
thorities of the Town of Spring Valley nor 
of the County of Bureau have asked for as- 
sistance from the State. I telegraphed to 
beth sets of officials this morning, asking 
them to advise me fully of the situation and 
ta state what steps they had taken to pre- 
serve order, to protect life and property, and 
to enforce the law, and whether they Will 
need assistance. I have received no reply. 
Should the local authorities need any as- 
sistance from the State it will be furnished 
at once.“ 

The following telegram was also sent to 
Gov. Altgeld during the afternoon: 

Gov. John P. Altgeld, Springfield, III.: 
Five hundred colored people holding indig- 
nation meeting over outrages perpetrated at 
Spring Valley are ready to leave at once to 
help our brethren unless you interfere in 
their behalf.

Mob— England Demands Inquiry. 


London. Aug. 6.—[New York World Cable.) 
—Justin McCarthy, M. P., has addressed the 
following manifesto to the Irish peaple here 
and in America, ang has specially forwarded 
a copy to the World cotrespondent: 

Fellow-countrymen: The election of a great 
coercionist and anti-home rule majority to the 
House of Commons makes it my duty to point 
out to you that dissension in our ranks is ruinous 
to the national cause; that the only means by 
which we can hope to repair the disasters which 
discord and insubordination have brought upon 
us are through the restoration of discipline and 
a genuine observance of the Irish Nationalist 
party's pledges to act loyally together. 

With a united party in a united country even 
the present situation would afford no ground for 
despondency. The Tory and anti-home rule 
majority of 120 created in 1886 was overthrown 
in nve years by vigor and persistency in the 
Irish united party. No man can doubt that but 
for unhappy events in the autumn of 1890 the 
verdict in 1892 in favor of home rule would 
have been absolutely decisive. Faction alone 
prevented this result. Unhappily this faction 
has coptinued since and outbreaks in discipline 
in our own ranks have given the enemies of 
Ireland another lease of power in Great Britain. 

In spite of all discouragements and difficulties 
the national spirit has once again asserted it- 
self. Ireland voted with unconquerable resolve, 
but it cannot be doubted that Ireland would 
have done far better still, and Great Britain 
would not have done so ill, had it not been for 
the action of the so-called Irish Nationalists, 
who have been endeavoring openly to bring back 
the coercionists to power, and still more in 
lamentable blows aimed at the Irish party and 
the Irish National cause by one of our own col- 
eagues at the most critical moment in the elec- 
tions.

THE REV. MR, STEWART’S LAST’ NOTE; 


He Writes a Letter in April Detailisg the 
Menacing Outlook, 

London, Aug. 6.—The last letter, dated 
April 8, from the murdered Eaglish mission- 
ary, the Rev, Mr. Stewart, has been received 
in London and describes the critical situation 
of affairs at Ku Cheng. Mr, Stewart wrote: 

Ten days ago we were awakened at 4 o'clock in 
the morning by a native clergyman who crésed 
the river in order to bring us the startling news 
that the Vegetarian rebels were expected at day- 
light to storm Ku Cheng. The gatewaysof the 
city were being blocked with timber and stone in 
order to prevent their entry. We had 100 men, 
women, and children in our cate outside the 
town. We passed a terrible time until daybreak, 
when torrents of rain fell, and the Vegetarians 
not liking rain postponed the attack. 

All the mission party started to get inside of 
Fu Chang. The male and female staffs in the 
early morning crossed the river in small parties 
in a tin boat and reached Kueseng wall, which 
had to be scaled with ladders. During the three 
following days bodies of citizens guarded the 
walls, armed with prongs and rusty swords. On 
the fourth day the gates wére opened and the

Survivors Say It Was, Premeditated and 
Made While Victims Slept.

Hongkong, Aug. 6.—In an interview today 
with some of the survivors of the Ku Cheng 
massacre they declared the outrage was car- 
ried out in the most diabolical manner and 
that it was evidently a premeditated and care- 
fully arranged attack, entirely unprovoked, 
made upon the occupants of the missionary 
station while they were asleep, The bodies of 
the victims were buried at Fu Chow.

The world, time out of mind, has had business 
panics, and most men and women’s lives have been 
tun of trouble in acquiring the necessities and 


‘comforts of life. That our present civilization has 


not removed the possibflity of these recurring 
panics, and that to a large majority of the people 
on this earth their almost exclusive attention and 
labors are given to acquiring a living with, in 
most instances, indifferent and discouraging re- 
sults, will be admitted by every one. 

It was once supposed that labor-saving im- 
provements and inventions would lessen the neces- 
sary toil of man and was a promise of a day to 
come when with little labor all would be provided 
for, and humanity as a whole would be benefited. 
Has it had that result? All will answer that it 
has not. The lines of demarkation between the 
rich and the poor are more marked than ever, and 
the percentage of people who devote all their 
time in a struggie for existence is greater now 
than at any time known to modern history. This 
will not be denied by any but the selfish few, 
whose wants being supplied, know nothing of the 
wants of others. 

In my judgment the discussion of this financial 
subject can be made to remove the obstacle in the 
way, and that with its removal will come discov- 
eries that will lift the human race to a higher 
plane not new dreamed of. 

The first obstacle in the way is selfishness. The 
promotion of self and personal interest at the ex- 
pense of.others pervades nearly the whole of man- 
kind. 

hus we are in a commercial age where inven- 
tions, education, and all forms of human Skill 
and ingenuity are made to, promote the personal 
ends of men or combinations of men. Such an 
age promotes selfishness in all things. It follows 
that it is not only lawful but desirable to monopo- 
lize: one’s self property of any and all kind, no 
matter how unnecessary it may be in promoting 
to the real comforts of the person in possession. 
In all such instances it is held in utter disregard 
to the @iscomfiture or wants of others. 

It is this era of selfishness that made it possible 
for selfish men, wise in their own interest, to de- 
monetize, silver. and increase the value ot their 
holdings, as measured in other people's property. 
And, as money, is a thing which every one must 
have, these dealers in money have thus been 
enabled to mortgage the producers of the world to 
them, which by its own self-operation will bring 
on a crisis.’ 8 *

Reply to Mr. Horr’s Summary.

EVIDENCE IN EVERGREEN PARK CASE. 


Judge Carter Once More Warns the Wit- 
nesses Who Give Testimony. 

In the Evergreen Park case before Judge 
Carter yesterday the defense placed three 
men on the stand who went to the village to 
work on the streets at the time-the Foley- 
ites are accused of importing labor votes. 
These three witnesses, Herman Stortz, 
James Butler, and George Woods, testified 
that they were employed on the streets but 
that they voted the Republican ticket, 
whereby, the counsel for the citizens aimed 
to prove there was as much illegality on the 
side of the contestants as of the Foleyites. 

In the face of Judge Carter’s warning 
Monday afternoon, which was reiterated 
yesterday morning, Stortz, Butler, and 
Woods said they had cast their ballots at 
the election on April 16. Judge Carter 
questioned them closely as to what they re- 
garded as their residence. Stortz said he 
lived in Elston, Butler in Martha street, 
and Woods in Fifty-fifth street. They, 
however, signified that they considered 
themselves entitled to vote in Evergreen 
Park, where they were staying for some 
time previous to the election. 

The votes were unsealed in the presence 
of the court and counted. The returns 
showed 100 to 90 in favor of the citizens, 
by which the latter party had declared itself 
in power. 

The chief witness for the defense during 
the afternoon was Peter Merkel, who drew 
the votes from the ballot box at the time of 
the count and handed them to Leo Frankel, 
who stood on the opposite side of the table. 
His story as to how the alleged ballots were 
found en the floor disagrees radically with 
that of the contestants. He said after hav- 
ing counted the whole number of ballots 
found in the box, and before the separation 
was begun, his attention was called to the 
votes on the floor. He picked them up and 
this started a wrangle. To preserve order 
he told Policeman Sanders to clear the room. 

Those who were left, however, .witness 
testified, did not include any of the leading 
Republican watchers. Merkel said he then 
called for the statute and consulted with an 
attorney in order to decide how to dispose of 
the extra ballots The judges concluded to 
Place them in the box together with the 
others and draw out eight indiscriminately. 
This was the number found on the floor. 
Witness said he picked out the ballots and 
handed them to Mr. Frankel, who placed 
them in the stove. Then they proceeded 
with the count, with the result in their 
favor, and declared themselves in power.

THE REV. MR. STARKWEATIIR OUSTED 


Net Permitted to Preside at West Superior

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DEFINES GAMBLING TRANSACTIONS. 


Judge Tuley Hands Down Two Decisions 
Interesting to Speculators. 

Judge Tuley rendered decisions yesterday 
in cases of similar character, one growing 
out of deals on the Board of Trade and the 
other originating in the Stock Exchange. 
In each case the suit was brought to recover 
money lost in speculation and the complain- 
ants set up that the transactions were of a 


‘gambling character. 


In the Board of Tradé case, in which the 
complainant’ was William H. Murdock and 
the defendants S. W. Lamson & Co., Judge 
Tuley laid down the principle that the form 
of the contract does net show whether the 
arrangement between the parties is to carry 
on gambling operations} and that question 
must be decided by the intentions of the 
parties. The court said it must be admitted 
as undisputed law that time contracts for 
the future delivery of grain and other com- 
modities are valid in this State, both by 
statute and common law. In the case under 
consideration there’ was no delivery of 
goods and the intention was merely to spec- 
ulate on the rise and fall of prices; the con- 
tract was therefore illegal and void. The 
court referred the matter to a Master to take 
evidence and report as to the value of the 
securities, also as to the money advanced as 
margins, and on puts and calls to determine 
hows. much of these moneys had been re- 
turned to the complainant. 

The other case decided by Judge Tuley was 
that of Lorenzo Williams against 8. B. 
Chapin to recover the value of stocks of the 


Tace value of $2,500, which were deposited 


with Chapin by Williams to secure pur- 
chases to be made for the latter by the for- 
mer on the Stock Exchange. The deals run 
through a peroid of five months. Chapin 
was a member of the Stock Exchange and 
Williams a specugator in the pit,“ to which 
outsiders are admitted. The case had been 
referred to a Master and he reported the 
transactions between the parties were gam- 
bling transactions, but the court overruled 
the Master and held there was no evidence 
that Chapin knew his client was merely 
speculating in futures, and nothing to show 
Chapin was not acting in good faith as the 
agent of Williams in the purchase and sale 
of stocks. The bill of the plaintiff was dis- 
missed for want of equity. 


ANOTHER DENVER BANK GOES UNDER. 


Rocky Mountain Savings Institution Forced 
to Make an Assignment. 

Denver, Colo., Aug. 6.—The Rocky Mount- 
ain Savings Bank closed its doors today, an 
assignment being made to Earl M. Cranston 
for the benefit of creditors. No statement 
of assets and liabilities has been made. 
Last week a demand was made upon the 
bank for $28,000 county funds on deposit in 
it, and it was unable to make payment. 
This bank was closed during the panic in 
1893, but was subsequently reopened, cer- 
tificates being issued to’ depositors. The 
President is Frank Woodbury, son of R. W. 
Woodbury, President of the Union National 
Bank, which suspended last week, and the 
two institutions were intimately associated 
in business. :

TREATISE ON DISCOVERIES IN AIR 
GETS THE $10,000 OFFERED. 


Awards Committee of the Smithsonian In- 
stitution Announces the Winners of the 
Contest for the Hodgkins Prises Lord 
Raleigh and Prof. Rumsey, Divide the 
First, the Second of $2,000 Is Not Given, 
and a Parisian Gets the Third of $1,000 
Washington News, . 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 6.—[Special. ]—As 
a result of the examination of the 218 papers 
submitted for the Hodgkins prizes by con- 
testants from all parts of the globe the 
Awards committee of the Smithsonian Insti- 
tution have decided the first prize, $10,000, 
belongs to Lord Rayleigh of London and 
Prof. William Ramsey of the University Col- 
lege, London, England. Lord Rayleigh’s 
contribution was a treatise embodying new 
and important discoveries in regard to the 
nature of the properties of atmospheric: air 
and Prof. Ramsey treated of argon, a new 
element of the atmosphere. A second prize 
of $2,000 was not e warded owing to the fail- 
ure of contestants to comply strictly with the 
terms of the offer, but a third prize of $1,000 
was given Dr. Henry de Varigny of Paris, 
France, for the best popular treatise upon 
atmospheric air, its properties, and relation- 
ship.“ 

These prises result from a donation made 
in October, 1891, by Thomas George Hodg- 
kins of Setauket, N. 1. The donor specified 
that an income from a part of this fund was 
to be devoted to the increase and diffusion of 
more exact knowledge in regard to the nature 
and properties of atmospheric ‘air in connec- 
tion with the welfare of man. An announce- 
ment of the prizes was made by the Secretary 
of the Smithsonian Iustitution March 31,1893, 
and it was required that those competing for 
the prizes should send their treatises to the 
Secretary of the Smithsonian ‘Insti- 
tution before July 1, 1894, er- 
cept those in competition for the 
first prize, which might be delayed until Dec. 
81, 1894. Offer of a prize of this value ex- 
cited general interest throughout the civilized 
world, and papers were received from nearly 
all those who were at all interested in this 
branch of scientific research. 

In the opinion of Prof. Goode the object of 
the donor of the prize has been accomplished. 
He desired to cali the attention of the 
scientitic world to the subject of atmospheric 
air, about which he, with othera, believed 
there was a great deal of ignorance, both pop- 
ular and ntific. It is not likely the in- 
come from this fund will be expended exact- 
ly in this way another year, but another 
method may be adopted which will accom- 
plish the same purpose,

MAT MEAN CHANGES ON“L” ROAD, 


Combination of Baldwin Locomotive Works 
and the Westinghouse Company. 

New York, Aug. 6.—{Special.J—The an- 
nouncement of the combination effected be- 
tween the Baldwin locomotive works and 
the Westinghouse Electric and Manufactur- 
ing company occasioned the manifestation 
of a great deal‘of interest in this matter on 
the part of Wall street operators. This ar- 
rangement for the manufacture of electrical 
locomotives or motors means practically 
the combination of $20,000,000 of capital, as 
each concern has a capital of $10,000,000, the 
Baldwin company, however, being an unin- 
corporated concern. 

An officer of the Westinghouse company 


says: 

“This is not exactly a combination. It is 
rather a working arrangement for the joint 
manufacture by the two companies of elec- 
tric. locomotives. The Baldwin company 
will manufacture the part of the locomo- 
tives that it is accustomed to make and the 
Westinghouse company: the electric part 
of the engines. We foresee a demand for 
electric motors, and we think we have per- 
tected an arrangement that will enable us 
to take advantage of that demand. I cannot 
give you any details as to the manner in 
which the two companies will jointly work. 
David Leonard Barnes of Chicago will be 
— joint engineer-in-chief for both compa- 

es.”’ 

It was believed in some places that the 
combination presaged a change of motive 
power from steam to electricity on the Man- 
hattan “Elevated railway. Officers of the 
Westinghouse company, however, declined 
to answer any questions on that point. It 
was recalled on the street,“ however, that 
Col, Hain, the general manager of the Man- 
hattan Elevated railway company, recently 
witnessed some tests at the Westinghouse 
works in Pittsburg of electric motors. 

George Westinghouse Jr., who was in this 
city today, was inclined to throw cold water 
on the idea that inventions had brought 
electric motors up to a point of power and 
speed that they were likely to supplant 
steam locomotives on railroads generally. 
It was announced today the Niagara Electric 
combine, which has spent millions of dollars 
in developing power at the falls, was also 
figuring with railroads.

Preliminary Hearing on the Question of 
Granting a Temporary Injunction 
Against the Churchill. Russell Com- 


misslon- Judge Hopewill Will Give His 
Decision Today- National Union of Vet- 
erans Wants the War Department to 
Handle Pensions=Northwest News. 


Omaha, Neb. Aug. 6.—[Special.}—This 
afternoon the preliminary hearing upon the 
question of granting a temporary injunction 
against the Churchiil-Russell Fire and Police 
commission was held before Judge Hopswell, 
Since the grantmg of the temporary restrain- 
ing order by Judge Hopewell Aug. 2 the legal

Mayor Bemis and Commissioners Brown and 
Deaver. It was the suit of these representa- 
tives of the Fire and Police Board against the 
new board’ which was set for hearing this 
afternoon. | 

Upon the convening of court the room 
filled rapidly with curiously inclined or inter- 
ested citizens. Members of the old and new 
boards were on hand. As was anticipated, 
R. S. Hall began the proceedings by register- 
ing his objections to the filing of the amended 
petition by Mayor Bemis and his colleagues. 
He said he had succeeded in getting an an- 
swer on file Saturday night about 12 o’clock. 
He objected to a new petition setting up any 
additional facts which he had not ‘chosen to 
put in ixeve in his answer. 

C. J. Green reminded him the intention of 
filing the supplemental petition was announ 
last Saturday. so that the claim of want of no- 
tice was un founded. Further, Mr. Green paid 
he intended to file affidavits denying in toto the 
unwarranted allegations in the answer, 
wherein it was charged that Commissioners 
Brown and Deaver had been appointed to 
office as the result of an understanding. Judge 
Hopewell soon decided the point by declaring 
tne demands of justice would be met and a 
full showing by affidavit would be allowed. 
He also said it was proper the amended peti- 


tion should be tiled, as it was his intention to

RETAINING WALL MUST BE ERECTED. 


No Filling In of the Lake-Front Can Be 
Done Until It Is Built. 

There will be no filling in of the Lake- 
Front for several months to come. Before 
the city can issue its orders to the drainage 
channel to dump its earth in front of the city 
a restraining wall must be built. Yesterday 
morning Mayor Swift and Commissioner 
Kent had a conference: with Maj.

INSURANCE AFFAIRS. 


An application was made yesterday in the Supe- 
rior Court for the appointment of a receiver for 
the Illinois Mutual Fire Insurance company, and 
an attachment was sworn out on the Bankers’ Na- 
tional Bank on the funds of the company deposited 
there. Application for a receiver was made on be- 
half of Wilkins, Ketcham & Rothschild, who held 
an insurance policy at the time of the fire in the 
Fairbank Building, Nos. 430 and 432 Wabash av- 
enue, on their stock of furniture, and whose claim, 
under the policy, for $068 was and is still unpaid. 
The attachment on the bank account of the com- 
pany was on behalf of Michaels, Stern & Co. of 
Rochester, N. Y., to whom was assigned the 
claim of J. H. Cohn for $3,720 for a loss sustained 
on the Bell fire, on which the Ilinois Mutual had 
a policy for $5,000. The application for a receiver 
and the attachment was made by Jacob Newman, 
the attorney, in the Chamber of Commerce Build- 
ing. representing the two parties in interest. 

The claims of Wilkins, Ketcham & Rothschild 
have been presented on numerous occasions to Pres- 
ident Franklin C. Taylor of the Illinois Mutual, 
but no satisfaction could be secured. Monday 
Mr. Newman called on President Taylor for the 
last time and made a demand forthe money. Mr. 
Taylor admitted the claims were just, but said 
the company had no money with which to pay 
them, when, by his own statement, the cash assets 
were sufficient to pay 23 per cent upon all claims 
adjusted, unadjusted, and resisted. Mr. Newman 
asked that this amount be paid upon the claims, 
allowing t remainder to go over for future set- 
tlement. Taylor offered to pay the 23 per 
cent, providing the claimants would give a receipt 
in full. This Mr. Newman refused to do. He 
learned that the Illinois Mutual kept a bank ac- 
count in the Bankers’ National Bank, and he was 
informed that Monday night there was upwards of 
$9,000 on deposit there to the credit of the compa- 
ny. He thereupon sued out an attachment on the 
ground that the company was fraudulently dispos- 
ing of its assets under the guise of commissions to 
agents. 

The application for a receiver, on which a mo- 
tion will be made before Judge Chetlain or Judge 
Goggin this morning, gives a history of the Illi- 
nois Mutual from its Inception to the present time. 
Wilkins, Ketcham & Rothschild took out a poli- 
cy for $1,000 in the company Oct. 5 on their stock 
of furniture located at Nos. 430 and 432 Wabash 
avenue, paying for the same $16.50. The stock 
was burned early in May, and in the adjustment 
which followed with the authorized representative 
of the Illinois Mutual the claim was fixed at $968. 
The sixty days allowed the company to pay the 
amount of the claim having passed and the com- 
pany refusing to pay, action was brought. Mr. 

Newman sets forth in the petition for the appoint- 
ment of a receiver the offer of President Taylor of 
23 per cent providing he would cancel and release 
the remainder of the claim, and he says the offer 
was made by President Taylor because he believed 
he was in a position to compel the acceptance of 
the offer. President Taylor said to him, accord- 
ing to the petition, that unless this offer was ac- 
cepted the money im the possession of the com- 
pany would be devoured by attorneys’ and receiv- 
ers“ fees and the creditors of the company would 
get nothing. 

The question of commissions is treated at length 
in the petition.. 

According to the report of President Taylor 
made to one of the members of the firm of Wilkins, 
Ketcham & Rothschild the company has received 
in premiums from Jan. 1 to July 29 $25,743 and 
has paid in commissions $11,244. The complain- 
ants charge that this sum has never been paid 
out in the form of commissions or for other legiti- 
mate purposes, but that Franklin C. Taylor or 
some of the other officers of the company have in 
some way unknown to the petitioners taken pos- 
session of this money, or a greater part of it, and 
have charged the same against the company 
under the item of commissions. The petition 
charges the company with having done substan- 
tially no business after it secured its Urst policy- 

“holders, soon after the organization of the com- 
pany. and that the company had practically 
ceased doing business within the spirit and letter 

of the law. They charge President Taylor and 

Alexander Taylor, the Secretary and brother of 
President Taylor, with pretending to conduct an 
insurance business when in reality they are simply 
holding the assets to enable them to draw sal- 
aries, c e up fictitious commissions, and other- 
wise devouf the assets of the company. 

A peculiar feature of the claims against the 
Tilinois Mutual lies in the fact that President 
Taylor in making his triple assessment against 
policyholders included J. H. Cohn and Wilkins, 
Ketcham & Rothschild. The assessment on Cohn 
was $150 and on Wilkins, Ketcham & Rothschild 
$49.50. It is customary with all insurance com- 
panies when a loss occurs under a policy and the 
claim is settled to require the surrender of the 
pulicy. President Taylor’s opinions regarding in- 
surance differs from that of other underwriters. 
He made ah assessment against these policy- 
holders, notwithstanding their claims against 
him, and threatened to bring suit in the event of 
the assessment not being paid. The petition asks 
that a receiver be appointed and that all the offi-

Bulletin for the Week Issued by the Di- 
rectors of the Different State Weather 
Services Conditions in IIIinois Favor- 
able for Growth and Trashing=Light 


Frosts in Indiana the Last Two Days of 


July=Outlook in the Spring Wheat Re- 
glon- General Prospects. — 

The reports as to the conditions of the crops 
throughout the country and the general influ- 
ence of the weather on growth, cultivation, 
and harvest were today made by the directors 
of the different State Weather Services. 

The reports received by telegraph at Chi- 
cago are as follows: 


The general outlook for an exce 5K fine 
corn .crop continues flattering cept in the 
Dakotas and Minnesota, nt ween ‘it is somewhat 
late, and iu Indiana, where it is maturing slow- 
ly, the crop is generally in advance of the season 
and early corn is now practically 
southern portion of the corn belt. Kansas and 
Missouri report much of the crop made, and in 
Missouri the 1 crop ever raised in that State 
is promised undred lowa repor all 
counties bois represented, show the condition 
of corn as much above the average in fifty-one 
counties, above the average in eight coun- 
ties. while thirty counties promise a 
crop below the average. In Ne- 
braska corn is in excellent condition 
in the southwestern part of the State and in the 
counties along the Missouri River; but has been 
much injured 1 in the southeastern section, except 
im the river counties. In Indiana, while corn is 
maturing slowly, it is in good condition. In 
Ohio the outlook is less favorable, being poor in 
the upland and on clay soils. Kentucky reports 
corn prospects unprecedented: No unfavorable 
reports respecting corn are received from t 
Southern States except from portions of Texas 
and the Carolinas, where in some counties 
drought is proving injurious. In Texas cotton is 
needing rain on upland; and the southwest por- 
tion of the State, North Carolina, Florida, Ala- 
bama, Mississippi, and Louisiana report: im- 
provement in the condition of cotton over the 
previous week, while the outlook in South Caro- 
lina is less favorable. 

In Missouri there has been too much rain for 
cotton and the crop is crassy and the outlook un- 
favorable in Arkansas. Spring wheat harvest 
has begun in North Dakota and continues else- 
where in the spring wheat region. Tobacco is in 

xd condition in Virginia and growing rapidly 
in Kentucky and continues in excellent condition 
in Maryland, but in Ohio it is not do.ng well. 

Light local frosts occurred in Northern Indiana 
July 30 and 31 and in Northern Maryland and in 
the mountains of West Virginia Aug. 1. No 
damage reported except slight injury to corn in 
Maryland. Drought continues in Ohio, Pexnsy!- 
vania, Southern Texas, and in portions of Mary- 
land end the Carolinas, where crops are “being 
injuriously affected. 

Huge onditions favorable for growth and 
thrashing, which continues. Corn ahead usual 
season, shows large growth, with heavy setting 
of ears ready for roasting. large cror practically 
assured, only slight damage by chinch bugs in 
central and southern sections. Late potatoes 

romising, also fall pasturage and late gardens. 

fall plowing general. 

Minnesota—The week’s weather favorable for 


| ripening, harvesting, and thrashing of small 


grains; yields are very good. Corn filling well, 
but slow in growth, and its condition is general- 
ly backwards. Central section needs more rain 
for late crops and pasturage. 

Wisconsin—Crep conditions improved by light 
rains at close of week. Corn shows heavy growth 
of stock and earing well. Early potatoes ripe. 
yield light, but tate planted doing well and 
heavy crop in prospect. Harvest completed ex- 
cept in northern portions. 

otth Dakota—Harvesting of rye and barley 
nearly finished with favorabie weather. Wheat 
harvest commenced; considerable smut in it. 
Corn improving, and with warm weather will 
yet make a fair crop. 

South Dakota Fair to copious scattered show- 
ers benefited late crops locally, but 22 locali- 
ties needed more rain. Corn ave kward 
and in satisfactory condition only ocally except 
in the southeastern counties, where it is gen- 
erally good and silking and earing. 

Nebraska—Week generally a favorable one. 
Corn is iu excellent condition in southwestern 
section and in counties along the Missouri River. 
Corn has suffered some from the drought, but is 
not materially injured in the central and north 
central pertions of the State. Corn is mnch in- 
jured inthe southeast section, except in river 
counties. 

lowa—Favorabie week for finishing harvest of 

small grain and thrashing. Special reports from 
over 500 correspondents show corn much above 
the average in sixty-one counties, about the aver- 
age in eight counties, and low the average in 
thirty counties. All creps doing well. 

Arkansas—Cotton very grassy and not fruiting 
woll: shedding and rust reported in localities 
and caterpillars and boll worms in Jefferson 
County: outlook very unfavorabie. Corn con- 
tinnes to do well; early planting is made and 
very large yield. -Dry weather with abundant 
sunshine needed for everything. 

Kentucky Temperature and sunshine defi- 
cient: rainfall excessive western, deficient east- 
ern portion. Wheat thrashed, inferior quality 
and quantity. Oats damaged in shock. Tobacco 
growing — 2 but trenching. Corn prospects 
quite — yen Apples and pears pienti- 
ful. — begun. Pastures improved. 

Ohio—Droughbt, with cool nights. Corn fair 
on lowlands and black soil and is earing, but on 
clay and uplands poor. Tobacco is not doing 
well. Tree fruits ripening; crops retrograding. 

Indiana—Cool, fair weather and local showers 
in central portions one day; light local frost 
July 30 and 31. Corning condition, matur- 
ing slowly, promising large crop, but needs rain 
in localities. Oat thrasbing nearly done. 

Missouri—Except in a few localities where 
some damage was done by high winds and heavy 
rains, the conditions have been favorable for 
growing crops. and, in most sections, fairly favor- 
able for farm work. In some counties, however, 
principally in the southern sections, thrashing 
was stop by frequent showers, and much grain 
is in bad condition. Having is about eompieted. 
Corn continues to do well, although in some dis- 
tricts where continued wet weather prevented 
cultivation it has become very foul, and some 
damage has been done hy chinchbugs. and on 
low lands by water; the crop as a rule isin a 
flourishing condition and promises to be the 
largest in the history of the State. Many corre- 
= see say that with one or two more rains 

6 corn crop will be safe. 

Tobacco continues well; millet and stock peas 
are reported good crops ro is promise of 
an abundance of fall pasturage. Asa rule po- 
tatoes and all garden vegetables are doing well. 
The apple crop will be the largest for several 
years. 

Kansas—Corn is in excellent condition except 
in Brown, Nemaha. Marshall, Riley, Chase, and 
western part of Morris and Greenwood. The 
acreage is large and corn in the majotity of cases 
is in excellent condition. A large part of the 
early bas matured sufficiently to be out of dan- 
ger. The late cornis rapidiy nearing maturity 
and another favorable week will place it ont of 
danger. Northeast counties have n unfortu- 
nate and the corn is being cat to save the fodder. 
All vegetation is growing with great luxuriance. 

Michigan—Generaily speaking corn has made 
some progress during the last week besides hold- 
ing its own, but the long continued drought has 
stunned it somewhat and correspondents are al- 
ways p acrop which will be below the 
average. Pastures have been much refreshed 

the rains of the last week, bnt 

are still very short and afford 
practically no fodder. Some farmers are 
sowing millet and rye for winter fodder: at 
ome stock is very generally being fed by hand. 
the southern section the dat harvest is about 
completed; it is well along in the central section 
and will soon be out in the northern section. In

The Wagg-Anderson Woolen company has filed

The court is asked to apppoint a receiver for the 
collection of the judgment and compel the de- 
fendants to come into court and disclose what 
assets they have.

TEXAS SILVERITES NOT HARMONIOUS. 


Certain Wealthy Men. 

The New York World this morning prints 
a long story regarding the retirement this 
week of Edward W. Bemis, professor of 
political economy at Chicago University. 
It is alleged his exit is due to the fact that 
Yerkes, Rockefeller, and other wealthy men 
who have contributed to the university were 


displeased with Mr. Bemis’ attitude on labor 
and social problems. Mr. Bemis’ side of the 
story is printed as follows: 

Prof. Bemis prefers not to speak at present of 
his interview with the university authorities, but 
as the report had spread that he was radical in 
his economic views, he would say he was in sub- 
stantial agreement with such economists as Selig- 
man, Ely, Andrews, and Walker, though not going 
so far in some directions as Prof. Ely: He be- 
lives & university should be in close touch with 
the labor movement and municipal and monopoly 
probleme, and that it 6 true conservatism to 
introduce factory legislation, more honest and just 
local taxation, and such methods of city govern- 
ment and monopoly control as prevail in Glasgow, 
Birmingham, and other of the best European 
cities. 

As one of the organizers and most active wotk- 
ers of the Civic Federation and Secretary of its 
Municipal committee he has been asked to inves- 
tigate the merits of several important new fran- 
chises granted to street car, railroad, and gas com- 
panies, and has taken strong ground against fur- 
ther reckless and corrupt granting of valuable 
franchises without compensation to the city arid 
for a provision for city ownership at the end of a 
moderate franchise period. He has written a mon- 
ograph of the American Economic Association and 
some articles in the reviews on the results of city 
ownership of gas works in the United States. He 
holds that, on the whole, with possibly one excep- 
tion,. the results have been favorable, and be- 
lieves such ownership should gradually extend, and 
that for the present street car franchises should be 
granted on similar conditions to those in Toronto, 
Canada, where the city secures 4-cent fares and at 
certain hours 3-cent fares and a share in the gross 
receipts increasing from 8 per cent on the first 
$1,000,000 to 20 per cent oh all receipts above 63. 
000,000, besides short hours for the men, and other 
valuable P such as the right of the city 
to have the plant at the cost of duplication at the 
end of thirty years. .
